Because of a lack of ‘parent co- 
operation’, The Wilmington Youth 
Canteen operation had to be sus- 
pended; the Canteen had a mem- 
bership of over 250 boysandgiris, 
but no parents to help, Other clubs 
have the same problem, The 
Skating Club of Wilmington which 
gave the town national recognition, 
needed parental help; there was 
one Boy Scout troop sponsered by 
Hathaway Acres Association that 
needed help from the parents, I 
wonder how many people think of 
these things when they read the

Last summer, on the way home 
from a contest in Fitchburg, (the 
Crusader Drum & Bugle Corps 
came in second), we passed by 
De Moulas parking lot where there 
were two police cars anda large 
crowd of boys. We didn’t know 
what was going on, but those po- 
ice cars were taken away from 
their regular rounds and duties 
to break up that crowd, About 
720 boys and girls were with us,

‘The remark came at the end of 
the Selectmen’s preliminary re- 
view of the 1965 budget, a docu- 
ment of 82 pages, which proposes 
the spending of about $4,000,000, 

After the discussion of the bud~ 
get there was one of some of the 
Proposed wafrant articles, with 
comments by the Town Manager. 
Bender suggested that the Town 
Manager reduce his comments to 
writing, not too involved, so that 
the Selectmen could have them for 
reference, in discussing the pro- 
posals with the voters, 

Four of the Warrant articles ask 
for new cars for town department 
heads, expected to cost about $2400 
apeice, Bouchard told the Select- 
men that these people now receive 
$600 a year for using their own 
cars for town business, and that he 
believes that most of the employees 
would rather keep things as they 
are, 

Four police cruisers will be 
askec for in the Town Meeting. 
Bouchard termed this a necessity. 
The cost will be about $6000, 

He listed a new 1/2 ton pick up 
truck, at $2000, to replace the 
present 1951 International being 


This will be mounted on an old 
chassis, ne So meres. 


Bouchard is asking for twoheavy 
duty (25,000 GVW) Highway Trucks 
to be equipped for snow plowing. 
‘They will cost about $10,000 apeice 


Bouchard said, He remarked that‘ 


the 1937 Walters Snow Fighters 
are now unsafe. 

A request for a Power Sweeper, 
to cost $12,000, came into the ‘des- 
treable category’ but is not abso- 
lutely needed, Bouchard said, 

The tractor which the town pur- 
chased about four years ago to 
plow snow off sidewalks came in 
for some rough criticism from 
Bouchard, 

It 1s not what the town needs, 
he said, There are a number of 
disadvantages, and it really re- 
quires two operators, the TM said, 
one to run the tractor, and one to 
run the pick up truck which fol- 
lows the tractor and brings it back 
to the garage. 

He said the tractor was slow, 
and wants to replace it witha snow 
plow that can do 20 miles an hour, 
and which the operator can take to 
or from the garage, without need- 
ing another operator. The snow- 
plow which Bouchard proposes to 
buy will cost $3500, The tractor 
cost $5000. 

Bouchard also wants to buy a 
stump pulling machine, which will 
cost $3500, He told the Selectmen 
that at present the job of removing 
stumps is being ‘farmed out’, and 
that with the expected life of the 
machines, the town could well af- 
ford to ownore, Most ofthe streets 
in town, Bouchard said,are lined 
with trees, and he pointed to Burl- 
ington Avenue as an example, The 
cost of removing stumps is between 
$10 and $15 apeice. 

The stump pulling machine he 
called ‘desireable, but not a neces- 
sity’, 

Bouchard is asking for a pick up 
truck, for the Maintainance Depart 
ment, to cost $2000. He prefers 
one with a flat body, so that desks, 
etc may be easily moved. The 
present truck dates from 1950, 
and he told the Selectmen it is ‘in 
tough shape’, 

Bouchard is asking for another 
$5000 for the street drainage pro- 
gram. 15 problems were taken 
care of last year, he told the Sel- 
ectmen, with a couple more to be 
completed, there being problems 
of easements, 

Article 18 of the Warrant will

toilets, 

$30,000 is being asked for, for 
three playgrounds, which will be in 
close proximity to schools, The 
Town Manager’s plans are for a

$6,000 will be asked for for the 
preparation ofplans for a new Town 
Hall, and a similar figure for the 
preparation of plans for a new 
public library. 

It was at this point that the con~ 
versation became more general.
